Mr. Grover's Resolutions. 

The following are the resolutions offered 

by Mr. Grover, in theSenate. on Monday: 

In times of war, as in peace, the Constitution of 
tho United States is the supreme law of tho land. 
It prescribes tho powers of the Government in its 
executive, no less than in its other departments 
and it is the only legal bond of union between the 
States. 

Tho Federal Government, as defined by the 
Constitution, when exercising tho powers granted 
to it. is entitled to tho allegiance of the peoplo; 
but loyalty to tho Government docs not impose 
upon the citizen any obligation to support an ad- 
ministration in tho enforcement of a policy unau- 
thorized by the Constitution or forbidden by its 
provisions: but it is the duty of all good citizens 
to resist encroachments upon their rights, and to 
defend tho Constitution of their country from vio- 
lence Ho who upholds tho executive, or any 
other department of tho Government, in tho viola- 
tion of its provisions, is disloyal to the Constitu- 
tion, and an enemy to the freedom of his coun- 
try. 

The Federal Government, deriving all its legit- 
imate powers from the Constitution, is, thoroforc, 
tho creature of tho Constitution, and has no pow- 
er in any department to suspend any of its pro- 
visions, or throw off its restrictions under any 
pretenco whatever. 

Tho maxim that "Governments derive thoir 
just powers from tho consent of tho governed," is 
one which wo ought never to forget. It involves 
a fundamental principle of freedom — one asserted 
by our ancestors, and for which they fought and 
won our independence of tho British crown, and 
which we never can surrender. It should also 
bo borne in mind that governments were institu- 
ted for tho protection of life, liberty, and proper- 
ty, and that such as fail to perform this duty will, 
sooner or later, be overthrown by an intelligent, 
virtuous, and courageous people. 

The history of the present administration of 
the Federal Government is a history of repeated 
injuries and usurpations, tending directly to tho 
overthrow of State authority and State institu- 
tions, and a consolidation in tho Federal Govern- 
ment of all political power, and the erection upon 
their ruins of a great military despotism as ty- 
rannical and despotic as the worst governments of 
Europe, to prove which wo refer to tho following 
facts: 

The President has, without authority of Con- 
gress, suspended the writ of habeas eorpm — thus 
striking a deadly blow at tho liberties of the peo- 
ple. 

He has caused citizens to bo arrested, transpor- 
ted to distant States, and incarcerated in loath- 
somo prisons, without charge or accusation 
against them. 

He has denied to citizens thus arrested and im- 
prisoned, a trial by jury, or indeed any trial, and 
has withheld from them all knowledge or infor- 
mation as to their accusers or the cnuso of their 
arrest. 

He has subjected his prisoners thus held to bar- 
barous and inhuman treatment, endangering both 
life and health, and has required hundreds of them 
so held, as aoondilion upon which they might be 
released, to take illegal oaths arbitrarily prescrib- 
ed by himself or his agents. 

He bus attempted to destroy tho freodomof tho 
press by tho forciblo suppression of newspapers, 
because they saw proper to criticiso the measures 
of his administration; and such as have escaped 
suppression have been subjected to a censorship 
wholly incompatible with freedom of thought, or 
expression of opinion. 

Ho has attempted to destroy the freedom of 
speech, by arresting citizens who animadverted 
upon tho measures of his administration. 

Ho has caused to bo arrested persons engaged 
in circulating petitions for tho signatures of tho 
people — thus interfcriug with tho right of peti- 
tion. 

He has wholly disregarded the right of tho peo- 
plo to bo "secure in their persons, houses, papers, 
and effects, against unreasonable searches and 
soizures." 

Ho has interfered with tho administration of 
justice in tho State courts by violently forcing 
the judges to adjourn, and dispersing their grand 
juries, and by breaking open jails and releasing 
prisoners confined under regular judicial process 
for felonies and other crimes. 

He has in some of tho States (among which is 
Kentucky) forcibly wrested from the citizen his 
right to be a candidate for office within the gift of 
tho peoplo — thus st-iking down the elective fran- 
chise; and eminent citizens of this State are now 
in confinement beyond its borders for no other 
known reason than that they prcsentod them- 
selves as candidates for office before the people. 

He has quartered soldiers in tho houses of citi- 
zens against their will, and not in the manner 
prescribed by law. 

He has permitted bis troops to overrun this 
State, destroying houses, and fencing of farms 
and lots. They have sacked tho houses of peace- 
ful citizens, destroying their furniture, family 
pictures, carpets, clothing, and other articles of 
household goods, and robbed them of their silver 
ware, stock, and provisions. 

He has permitted his wagon masters and others, 
with armed soldiers, to seizo tho corn, oats, and 
hay, *ic, of our citizens for the uso of thearmies, 
without their consent, and without just discrimi- 
n i»i"ii as to whether tho farmer could sparo the 



ryof Virginia, without hor consent. 

Ho has, without Constitutional authority, 
aided in freeing tho slaves of the District of Co 
lumbia. 

He has in violation of the Constitution, by proc- 
lamation, declared free all the slaves in many of 
tho States — invited them to vindicate their free- 
dom by fojee, and sought an allianco with them in 
a war waged against their masters — a monstrous 
and inquitous act sanctioned by no law human or 
divine, finding no parallel in atrocity in tho his- 
tory of barbarous nations. 

lie is spending large sums of money appropri- 
ated by Congress for tho support of tho army, iu 
feeding and clothing slaves stolen from their mas- 
tors. 

In view of the foregoing facts, tho truth of 
which canuot bo denied, we do firmly believe, and 
solemnly declare, that any assistance furnished 
tho Executive in the further prosecution of the 
war upon basis of his present policy, tends immc 
diatcly and direcllv to tho overthrow of both tha 
Federal and State Governments. Wherefore, 

Resolved hy the General .Use ruby of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: 

1. That Kentucky will, by all constitutional 
means in hor power, protect her citizens in the en- 
joyment of the elective franchise; the benefits of 
the writ of habeas corpus; the security of their 
persons and property against the unconstitu- 
stitutional edicts of the Federal Executive, and 
their enforcement by tho army under his control. 

2. Retained, That by the Constitution of tho 
Stato of Kentucky, "the right of the owner of 
the slnvo to such slave and its increase is the same 
and as inviolable as tho right of the ownor to any 
property whatever ;'* that "Kentucky under- 
stands her own interests too well to be thankful 
fir gratuitous advice as to tho mode in which 
sho should manage them: and when she 
wants tho assistance of any outside administra- 
tion of her affairs, sho claims the privilege of 
originating tho suggestion;" consequently, tho 
proposition made by Abraham Lincoln, for her to 
emancipate nor slaves, is hereby rejected. 

3. ResoUed, That the object and purpose of tho 
irar having been perverted by the party now in 
control of the Government, in violation of*its oft 
repeated and most solemn pledges, our Senators 
in Congress arc instructed, and our Representa- 
tives are requested, to oppose any further aij jn 
its prosecution by furnishing cither men or mo ncT , 

•1. Resolved, That tho proclamation of the 
President, dated September 22, 1862, and Janu- 
ary 1st. 1803. purporting to emancipate the slaves 
in certain States and parts of States, set forth 
therein, arc unwarranted by any code, either civ- 
il or military, and of such character and tendency 
not to be submitted to by a people jealous of their 
liberties. 

5. Resolved, That the net of Congress, approv- 
ed by tho President, admitting Western Virginia 
as a State, without the consent of the State of 
Virginia, is such a palpable violation of tho Con- 
stitution as to warrant Kentucky in refusing to 
recognize tha validity of such proceeding. 

0. Resolved, That Kentucky will cordially unite 
with the Democracy of the Northern States in an 
earnest endeavor to bring about a speedy termina- 
tion of tho existing war ; aud to this end we insist 
upon a suspension of hostilities and an armistice, 
to enablo tho belligerents to agree upon terms of 
peace. 

7. Resolved, That --- Commissioners from this 
State be appointed, whose duty it shall be to visit 
tho Federal and Confederate Governments, at 
Washington and Richmond, and urge tbem res- 
pectively to agree upon an armistice for tho pur- 
pose heroin contemplated. 

8. Resolved, That the Governor of Kentucky 
is hereby requested to forward a copy of the fore- 
going preamble and resolutions to tho President 
of tho United Stater, and to each of our Sena 
tors and Representatives in Congress.

8?JuAt a meeting of the officers of the 
22d Kentucky regiment, on board the Cres- 
cent City, on the Mississippi river, Jan. 8, 
18G3, Lieut. Col. Monroe was called to the 
chair, and Chaplain S. S. Sumner invited to 
act as secretary. 

The following preamble and resolution 
were introduced by Major Wm. J. Worth, 
ington, unanimouply adopted, and a copy or- 
dered to be furnished to the Louisville Jour- 
nal and the Frankfort Commonwealth : 

Whereas, it has pleased Almighty God, 
the Supreme Disposer of life and of death, 
to remove from among us our late and be- 
loved companions in arms, amid the conflict 
of battle at Vickeburg on Monday, Decem- 
ber 29, 1802, while gallantly leading their 
■companies in a charge upon the enemy's 
breastworks, Capt. Daniel Garrard, of Frank- 
fort, and Capt. Wm. B. Hegan, of Louisville, 
Ky.,— 

Jiiso'vcd, That the country has lost in 
their death from its young officers none 
more capable and worthy to command, more 
exemplary in their deportment, more devoted 
in their patriotism, more brave in action, 
and more deserving a place in the heart of 
the nation. -

Early Recollections. 



Lient. B was in command of the 

garrison at Newport, and had under him 
two or three "subs," as they were called, and 
thev made a merry, jolly mess, as wild 
young men could have desired to meet 
with. 

Their quarters at the garrison was an 
evening rendezvous for the gay spirits of the 
HJwn, where there was song and story, and 
plenty of bodily comforts to make the time 
pass away pleasantly. 

There was no want of another material, 
which was, in those days, considered not a 
luxury, but a necessity — I mean good whis 
ley. 

With the song and story, eating and drink- 
ing, many an evening was passed by the 
voung bloods, and they often run their even- 
ings into the "wee, sma' hours'' of the 

inorninfi. 

The hospitality of the garrison begat a 
corresponding disposition on the part of the 
citizens to return (he compliment, and the 
result was some of as fine suppers and social 
eels, held at the tavern then kept in Newport 

by Kin;.' D and bis good lady, as'ever 

were seen. 

These things were pleasant enough while 
ihey were going on, but there were, with 
some of the boys, habits formed which last- 
ed them through life, and greatly shortened 
icir davs. Now very few of the number re- 
main. Out of forty or fifty, J know certain- 
ly of but two besides myself now living. 

How they and I escaped I can't tell, un- 
less they, like myself, never acquired any 
ta9tc for strong drink. It is true, all did 



not pass away from the influence of strong! 
drink, but many of them were helped to 
their end by it. 

One of the consequences growing out of 
these free and easy ways by the officers and 
their associates, were corresponding easy 
practices on the part of the soldiers. 

They let out their wild and erratic feelings 
in robbing hen-roosts, bee-hives, pig pens, 
clothes lines, and other similar moral prac- 
tices; and now and then, when disturbed by 
the guardians of the night, by whipping or 
trying to whip the patrol. 

Few believed that the example of the offi- 
cers had anything to do with the conduct of 
the men. If an officer drank and indulged 
himself in a little revelry, now and then, 
what had the men to with it ? 

The truth is, man, like the monkey, is an 
imitative being, and he gets his habits as 
much, if not more, from the examples and 
practices of those around him, than from 
their precepts. 

We had a fine exemplification of what I 
have written, in the sudden change which 
occurred at the garrison when one of the 
staid old army men came and took command. 

Major M , who, if my memory is not 

at fault, was subsequently killed in a fight 
with the Indians in Florida. 

When this old gentleman came there was 
no carousing at the garrison; no drunken 
soldiersoften to be seen on the streets. 

The officers in the garrison no more 
thought of quitting the barracks, without 
leave, than the men. 

One of the young gentlemen had to play 
officer of the day, others drill the men — 
guard mounting, outside sentinels, and in- 
side sentinels were seen night and day. The 
routine was, I suppose, pretty much as thev 
have it when in an enemy's country, and 
the result was good order in the garrison, 
and no disturbances in the town amongst 
the citizens. If there was, it was of rare oc- 
currence. 

Sundays the men not on duty, about half 
past ten in the morning, dressed clean and 
neat, and came out of the garrison gate in 
companies or squads and marched to the 
churches and heard divine service. 

No one can imagine a more striking 
change brought about by good discipline, 
mildly but firmly enforced. 

How I did pray that such a man would 
drop into command at this place when Du 
mont and his men were here, just to have 
taught him and them thedifrerence between 
men under army discipline, according to the 
articles of war, and men under the com- 
mand of a political black republican Gen 
era!, who allowed his men to act as though 
all the rules and regulations consisted in 
which could steal the most, particularly in 
the negro line. 

There were no complaints, while Major 

M was at Newport barracks, of Quarter 

masters and Commissaries driving their 
teams to a man's house and taking from him 
all of his corn and provender, burning up 
the fences on the plantations and farms 
about the garrison, and driving wagons on to 
a gentleman's land and chopping down his 
timber, ami burning it up without ever ask 
ing any leave or license about it. 

The wonder to me is that those gentle- 
men who have and are etill suffering in the 
loss of timber, grain, fences, &c, do not try 
the remedies pointed out in the 33d and r >4th 
articles of war: Demand the spoilers and 
trespassers to be held liable to the civil 
laws. 

It is a sad reflection that officers and sol- 
diers, sent forth to uphold and sustain the 
Constitution and laws, commit outrages and 
wrongs disgraceful to savages. 

The day may come, but it don't now look 
much like it was coming soon, when army 
men, as well as men who set up to judge the 
rights of others by their code of morals and 
of law, will find that true loyalty, as well as 
true morality, consists in protecting persons 
and property even when it will require some 
trouble and inconvenience to do it.
